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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. The specimen 12 as disclosed in the 
specification and the claims is not shown in the drawings. The Examiner believes that this is an 
oversight and has corrected the drawing to indicate the reference number 12 representing the 
claimed specimen with an Examiner's amendment as detailed below. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: A beam splitting device 
having a "spectrometer" is not supported by the specification because the "spectrometer" is not 
included in the sentence on line 2 of page 5 in the "Summary of the Invention" section, and, not 
included in the sentence on line 25 of page 6 of the "Detailed Description of the Preferred 
Embodiment" section . The Examiner believes that this is an unintended error by the applicant 
The Examiner has corrected this error with an Examiner's amendment by deleting 
"spectrometer" from claim 1 as indicated below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

5. Claim 1 is allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a double path microdrop optical biometric system comprising a beam 
splitting device having an input fiber, an output fiber and a two-way fiber, and a collimator to 
expand the beam to a predetermined diameter, in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claim 1 . 

6. Claim 2 is allowable because it is dependent on independent claim 1 .
